The charge of carrying a concealed 
weapon was reduced to a misdemeanor and on 7/7/71 all charges 
against ANNERINO were dismissed. At the time of his arrest 
the subject was not booked, therefore not fingerprinted or 
photographed. 

Scottsdale Police Department questioned ANNERINO 
extensively concerning his narcotics sale rip-off, tie 
details of which are not pertinent to the current FBI inves¬ 
tigation and for the most part will be omitted. Scottsdale 
PD requested ANNERINO to file an Assault With a Deadly 
Weapon charge against the local marijuana pushers which 
were involved in the attempted rip-off.
